I remember w hen Farle gave 
Palm Springs its first motion p ic ­ 
tures more than 10 years ago. 
H e leased the old school audi- 
■ itmi two nights a week, a n d 
lie ran the « h o le show him self. 
T h e theatre business then w as 
his avocation w hile he made his 
living working at the Desert In n 
or H otel the Oasis. 
But E arle 
proved that old story about th e 
mouse trap, for, from the v ery 
beginning, he gave Palm Springs 
the best pictures obtainable, re ­ 
gardless of cost. 
In a few years 
he outgrew the small school a u ­ 
ditorium, and leased th e 500-seat 
Palm Springs T heatre, built fo r 
him by Mrs. Zaddie Bunker. In 
a few years he again needed 
a 
larger house, and the size of th e 
Palm Springs Theatre was 
in ­ 
creased to 750 seats. 
Then th e 
small El Pasco T h eatre was built 
and M r. Strebe leased that also, 
using it only during the peak o f 
the season w hen theatre patrons 
w anted more shows. N ext cam e 
the magnificent Plaza T heatre 
w ith 850 seats, built by M rs. 
Julia Carnell. 
H e also 
leased 
this show house. 


Earle Strebe has just spent $10,­ 
000 to enlarge th e El Paseo T h e a ­ 
tre, doubling its seating 
capacity. 
The formal opening will he on S a t­ 
urday evening, January 22. 
In all, 
Earle Strebe's three theatres 
h ere 
represent an investm ent of probably 
$200,000, the outgrow th o f a hum ble 
beginning in a school house 10 years 
ago, by a young m an w ith vision. 


W e have often heard people 
say, “ W e need more cultural en­ 
tertainm ent in Palm 
Springs. 
Earle Strebe has attem pted 
to 
provide just th at kind of enter­ 
tainm ent in the form of legiti­

A utom obiles are m uch m ore evenly 
distrib u ted between th e fam ilies resid ­ 
ing in cities and those living on the 
farm s th an any of th e jjth e r generally 
accepted modern conveniences, accord­ 
ing to figures recently com piled by the 
statistical departm ent of the Gilmore 
Oil Company. 
C ity fam ilies enjoy som e of these 
conveniences to a m uch g re ater ex­ 
ten t th an farm fam ilies. 
T his is es­ 
pecially true of electric lights 
and 
bathtubs. 
Although electric lighting 
is enjoyed by 94 per cent of the fam ­ 
ilies in th e cities, it is readily avail­ 
able to only 13 per cent of the fam ­ 
ilies on the farm s 
in 
the 
U nited 
S tates. 
Bathtubs and m odern plumb­ 
ing are installed in S3 percent of the 
city hom es, but on only eight per cent 
of th e farm s.

"D on't drive im pulsively!” 
T nat driving "D on't” from Charles 
A. Chayne. chief engineer of the Buick j 
division of G eneral Motors, covers a 
m ultitude of sins and, brought down 
to cases, rules out about every bad 
Iriving habit accountable for m ost of 
our m otor accidents.

Mr. Chayne spends a lot of his tim e 
behind the wheel of an automobile. 
He drives back and forth to his office. 
He likes to get ou t on the highways. 
He frequently tak es on the role of a 
Buick test driver and puts the cars 
he designs through their paces at the 
General Motors Proving Ground. 
He is as ardent a tourist as the next 
one and vacation periods find him tak ­ 
ing long trips at th e wheel of his car.

"W inter and w et w eather driving 
brings added hazards and I believe 
every m otorist should follow a few 
sim ple rules which, 
if 
carried out 
faithfully, will enable him to keep his 
car under control a t all times. 
“The traction betw een the tires and 
the road cannot be th e sam e on ice and 
snow or on wet pavem ent as on dry 
roads. 
Did you ev er try walking or 
running across a glaring sheet' of ice? 
It’s not so easy and you are likely to • 
take a spill. 
The m otorist m ust n o t ! 
forget this when he is driving on ice. 
It's easier to slip and slide. 
You have i 
to exercise very 
careful 
control of < 
your car. 
j 
"U nder such conditions, a m otorist 
need rem em ber only one fundam ental 
rule, and that is; 
Don't do anything 
jerkily. 
T his rule applies to steering 
the car and to increasing or decreas­ 
ing its speed. 
“Don't take your foot off the accele­ 
rato r suddenly. 
It is the sam e as ap­ 
plying brakes to th e rear wheels and 
may cause a skid. 
Avoid it by slowly 
releasing your accelerator pedal. 
"D on't 
slam 
on 
your 
. b r a k e s 
especially on wet pavem ent. 
Antici­ 
pate your stops and take it easy and 
you w on't come to grief. 
“Don't sta rt up in low gear on wet 
or slippery pavem ent. 
W ith the tre ­ 
m endous power of today's autom obiles 
you can apply so m uch power to the 
rear wheels in low gear that they 
can be m ade to spin on dry gravel or 
concrete pavem ent. 
In low gear, it 
is alm ost im possible 
to 
operate the 
accelerator delicately enough to pre­ 
vent the wheels 
from 
spinning on 
slippery 
roads. 
T herefbre, 
alw ays 
sta rt up in second o r high gear on 
slippery roads to keep your car under 
control. 
"Don't let your car get out of proper 
m echanical adjustm ent. 
Keep it in 
good shape for safety’s sake. See th at , 
your brakes are alw ays properly ad­ 
justed. 
If 
they 
a re n ’t, they 
can 
throw you into a skid. 
T he carburetor adjustm ent should 
be right to prevent stalling and to in-

deavor to locate the mine.
